FAILS 


Conferees of Both Conventions Could 


Not Agree and Nominations Quickly 
Followed 
Report—Justice 
Hughes, 


in Accepting, Characterizes Wilson 
as "Humiliating Spectacle." 


Following 
the 
failure 
of con- 


ferees representing tlie Republican 
and Progressive conventions in Chi- 
cago to agree upon any man for the 
amalgamation of the two parties, the 
Republican national convention wound 
its work up on the third ballot by nom 
mating Supreme Court Justice Chariot, 
Evans 
Hughes, for 
president, and 


Charles W. Fairbanks, for vice presi- 
dent. 


Before the adjournment, the chair- 


man of the convention announced that 
he had received a message from Mr. 
Hughes saying that he would accept 
the nomination. 


The final moves in the drama that 


culminated in the nomination of Mr 
Hughes by the convention were short, 
sharp and decisive. 


At the final conference at the Black- 


stone neither side bad any new propo- 
sitions to make and it was apparent to 
the participants in it that both would 
hold rigidly to their demands. So after 
shaking hands all around the confer- 
ence lell into two parts and each set 
about preparing a report to be read 
to their respective conventions. 


The Progressive and Republican con- 


ferees reconvened at the Blackstone 
hotel, In accordance with the request 
of George W. Perkins, the Progressive 
commander. This request constituted 
the last word 
when the gathering 


broke up at the Chicago club, six hours 
earlier, after trying for four hours to 
reach an agreement. 


Because of the attitude of the Pro- 


gressives, who still clung tenaciously 
to their demand that Roosevelt be 
nominated by the Republicans, no pro- 
gress toward a union of forces had 
been made. 


The Republican conferees had whol- 


ly rejected Mr. Roosevelt and offered 
for the consideration of the Progress- 
ives the names of Hughes, Root, Fair- 
banks and Cummins, finally centering 
on Hughes. The problem then was re- 
duced to a single issue between the 
two factions and a contest between 
Hughes and Roosevelt. 


When the conference 
report ~as 


read In the 
Republican convention 


many of the candidates withdrew in 
favor of Hughes. 
The formality of 


calling the roll was then begun amid 
cheering for Hughes. 


But six men were voted for on the 


flnal ballot. 
These were 
Hughes, 


Weeks, Dupont, Roosevelt, Lafofllette 
and Lodge. The total number of votes 
cast was 987. 


The result 
of the 
ballot was: 


Hughes, 
949y2; 
Roosevelt, 
18y2; 


Weeks, 3; Dupont, 5; Lafollette, 3; 
Lodge, 7; not voting, 1. 


The announcement of the vote pro- 


voked the usual demonstration that 
follows so important an event as the 
nominating ot the president. 


Mr. Hughes was immediately noti- 


fied by telegraph of his nomination 
and the convention adjourned. 


The Platform. 


The platform Specifically calls for 


legislation for the protection against 
child labor and just as specifically de- 
clares for general workmen's compen- 
sation legislation and for legislation 
for the compensation to workmen en- 
gaged in the federal service. There is 
a plank calling for the conservation 
of American resources, but the latter 
It modified so as to require that such 
conservatism shall not be so admin- 
istered as to interfere with the utill 
eation of the resources by the people 
of the country.

"We declare in favor of national

The platform declares for restriction 


of immigration through a literacy test, 
as advocated by organized labor. 


In order to meet trie views of Pro 


gressives, some of the social justice 
planks of the 1912 Bull Moose platform 
are incorporated. 
Among them is a 


provision favoring the enactment ot 
child labor and women's hours legia 
lation in factories, who do an inter 
state commerce business. 
The social 


justice planks, which by unanimous 
consent are omitted from 
the 
plat 


form, include the recall and the ini 
dative referendum. 


HUGHES ACCEPTS 


Resigns From Court and Raps Admin- 


istration's Foreign Policy. 


Charles Evans Hughes stepped down 


from the supreme bench, and, again 
as a private citizen, accepted the Re- 
publican nomination for president. 


In a telegram ringing with denunci- 


ation of the administration's foreign 
policies and declaring for a dominant, 
thoroughgoing Americanism, he gave 
his decision to Chairman Harding, ot 
the Republican national convention, 
and broke the long silence which had 
kept the leaders of his party in the 
dark as to his attitude toward the 
great issues of the day. 


Within an 
hour 
after 
Chairman 


Harding had notified him of his nomi- 
nation, Hughes had accepted the call. 


Justice Hughes sent a telegram to 


Chairman Harding formally accepting 
the Republican nomination 
for 
the 


presidency, as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and Delegates: 
I have not desired the nomination. 
I have wished to remain on the bench. 
But in this critical period in our his- 
tory I recognize that it is your right 
to summon and that it is my para- 
mount duty to respond. You speak at 
a time of national exigency, transcend- 
ing merely partisan 
considerations. 
You voice the demand for a dominant 
thoroughgoing Americanism, with firm, 
protective upbuilding policies essen- 
tial to our peace and security; and to 
that call, in this crisis, I cannot fail 
to answer with the pledge of all that 
is in me to the service of our country. 
Therefore I accept the nomination. 


I stand for the firm and unflinch- 
ing maintenance of all the rights of 
American citizens on land and soa. 
I neither impung motives nor under- 
estimate difficulties. 
But it is most 
regrettably true that in our foreign 
relations we have suffered incalculably 
from the weak and vacillating course 
which has been taken with regard to 
Mexico—a course lamentably 
wrong 
with regard to both our rights and our 
duties. We intefercd without consist 
ency; and, while seeking to dictate 
when we were not concerned, we ut 
terly 
failed 
to appreciate and dis 
charge our plain duty to our citizens 


At the outset of the administration 
the high responsibilities of our diplo 
matlc intercourse with foreign nations 
were subordinated to a conception of 
partisan requirements, 
and we pre 
sented to the world a humiliating spec 
tacle of ineptitude. Belated efforts 
have oot availed to recover the inftu 
ence and prestige 
so 
unfortunately 


sacrificed, and brave words have been 
•tripped of their, force by indecision

these advanced; to have no sacrifices 
of national interest to partisan expe- 
diences: to have the first ability of 
the country always at its command 
fcere and abroad in diplomatic inter-

steadfastly upon all our rights as a 
mutual and fully performing our inter- 
national obligations, and by the cleai" 
correctness and justness of our po- 
sition and our manifest ability and dis- 
position to sustain them to dignify our 
place among the nations. 
I stand lor an Americanism that 


knows no ulterior purpose, for a pa- 
triotism that is single and complete. 
Whether native or naturalized, of 
whatever race or cre^, we have but 
one countrv, and we do not for an in- 
stant tolerate any division of al'e^i- 
auce. 


1 believe in making prompt provis- 
ion to assure absolutely our national 
security. 
1 believe in" preparedness, 
not only entirely adequate for our de- 
fense- with rt^pei t to numbers and 
equipment in bom -mm- and navy, but 
that all tnor.mgiineb- t". ihe end that 
jn each branch of tiie service there 
may be the utmost eHici°ncy under 
the" 
most 
competent administrative 


heads. 
We wish to promote all wise and 
practicable measures for the just set- 
tlement ot international disputes. 
In 


\ie\\ 
c*' our abiding icleils, there is 
no danger of militarism in this coun- 
try. 
We have no policy or' aggression; 
no lust tor tcrmuiy, no zea! tor strite. 
It is in thib spirit that we demand ade- 
tnmte provision for national defense, 
and we condemn the inexcusable ne- 
glect that has been shown in this 
matter of first national importance. 
"We must luu e the strength which self- 
respect demands—the .strength of an 
eftuicnt nation ready for every emer- 
gency. 
Our preparation must be industrial 


and economic, as wt.ll as military- Our 
several tests will come alter the war 
is o\er. 
We must make a fair and 
wise readjustment ot the tauft, in ac- 
cordance \\ith sound protective prin- 
ciples, to insure our economic inde- 
pendence and to maintain American 
standards of Imng. 
\\ e must con- 
ser\e the just interests ot labor, real- 
izing that in democracy patriotism and 
national strength must be rooted in 
even-handed justice. 
In preventing, as we must, unjust 
discrimination and monopolistic prac- 
tices, we must, still, be zealous to as- 
sure the foundations of honest busi- 
ness. Particularly should we seek the 
expansion of foreign trade. We must 
not throttle American enterprise here 
or abroad, but, rather, promote it and 
take pride in honorable achievements. 
We must take up the serious prob- 
lems ot transportation, of interstate 
and foreign commerce, in a sensible 
and candid manner, tuid provide an 
enduring basis for prosperity by the 
Intelligent use of the constitutional 
powers of congress, so as adequately 
to protect the public on the one hand, 
and on the other, to conserve the es- 
sential instrumentalities of progress. 
I stand for the principles of our civil 


service laws. In every department ot 
government 
the 
highest 
efficiency 


must be insisted upon. For all laws 
and programs are vain without effici- 
ent and impartial administration. 


1 cannot within the limits ot this 
statement speak upon all the subjects 
that wil'l require attention. I can only 
say that I fully indorse the plattorm 
you have adopted. 
1 deeply appreciate the responsibili- 


ty you impose. 
I should have been 
glad to have that responsibility placed 
upon another. But I shall undertake 
to meet it, grateful for the confidence 
you express. I sincerely trust that all 
lormer differences may be forgotten, 
and that we may have united eftort in 
a patriotic realization of our national 
need and opportunity. 
I have resigned my judicial office, 
and I am ready to devote myself mi- 
reservedly to the campaign.

Conferees of Both Corvvcntions Could 
Not Agree and Nominations Quickly 
Followed 
Report—Justice 
Hughes, 
in Accepting, Characterizes Wilson 
as '‘Humiliating Spectacle.^' 


Folio whig 
the 
faiilure 
of 
con­ 
ferees representhig the Republican 
and Progressive conventions in Chi­ 
cago to agree upon any man for the 
amalgamation ot* the two parties, the 
Republican national convention wound 
its work up on the third ballot hy nom­ 
inating Supremo Court Justice Charles 
Evans 
Hughes, 
for 
president, and 
Charles 
Fairbanks, for vice presi­ 
dent. 
Before 'the adjournment, the chair­ 
man of the convention announced that 
he had received a message from Mr. 
Hughes saying that he would accept 
the nomination. 
Tho final moves in the drama that 
culminated in the nomination of Mr 
Hughes by the convention were short, 
sharp and decisive. 
At the final conference at the Black- 
stone neither side had any new propo­ 
sitions to make and it was apparent to 
the participants in it that both would 
hold rigidly to their demands. So after 
shaking hands all around the confer­ 
ence fell into, two parts and each set 
about preparing a report to be read 
to their respective conventions. 
The Progressive and Republican con­ 
ferees reconvened at the Blackstone 
hoteil, Ini accordance with the request 
of George W* Perkins, the Progressive 
commander. This request constituted 
tho 
last word 
when the gathering 
broke up at tlie Chicago club, six hours 
earlier, after trying for four hours to 
reach an agreement. 
Because of the attitude of the Pro­ 
gressives, who still clung tenaciously 
to their demand that Roosevelt be 
nominated by the Republicans, no pro­ 
gress toward a union of forces had 
been made. 
The Republican conferees had whol. 
\j rejected Mr. Roosevelt and offered 
for the consideration of the Progress­ 
ives the names of Hughes, Root, Fair­ 
banks and Cummins, finally centering 
on Hughes. The problem then waa re­ 
duced to a single issue between the 
two factions and d contest between 
Hughes and Roosevelt. 
When the conference 
report 
was 
read in 
the Republican convention 
many of the candidates withdrew in 
favor of Hughes, 
The formality of 
calling the roll was then begun amid 
cheering for Hughes. 
But six men were voted for on the 
final ballot. 
These 
were 
Hughes, 
Weeks, Dupont, Roosevelt, LafoOlette 
and Lodge. The total number of votes 
cast was 987. 
The 
result 
of 
the 
ballot was: 
Hughes, 
94dV2; 
Roosevelt, 
ISVsl 
Weeks, 3; Dupont, 5; Lafolletto, 3; 
Lodge, 7; not voting, 1. 
The announcement of the vote pro­ 
voked the usual demonstration that 
follows so important an event as the 
nominating of the president. 
Mr. Hughes was immediately noti­ 
fied by telegraph of his nomination 
and the convention adjourned. 


Tht Platform. 


The platform specifically calls for 
legislation for the protection against 
child labor and just as specifically de- 
cQares for general workmen's compen- 
lation legislation and for legislation 
for the compensation to workmen en­ 
gaged in the federal service. There is 
a plank calling for the conservation 
of American resources, but the latter 
is modified so as to require that such 
conservatism shall not be so admin 
istered as to Interfere with the utill 
Kation of the resources by the people 
of the country.

other questions have been adopted in 
form intended to meet Progressive sen­ 
timent.

Bays: *‘The RepuWican party, reafilrm- 
ing its faith in government of the 
people, by the people and for the peo* 
file, favor^ the extension of suffrage 
to women, a« a measure of justice to

The platform dorhtrea in favor of a 
merchant marine through tho pursu 
ance of a policy which has boon pro 
ductive of ship developmont abroad b> 
subvention and such other proper 
Islation, such subventiciTi to be in pay 
ment for services actually performod 
and the vessels to pa's« under tho 
control of tho govornment in an emor- 
goncy. 
Tho platform roafilrms’ tho Monroe 
doctrine, assorting its necessity for 
our peace and safety and for the at- 
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tainment of our manifest destiny. 
“We declare in favor of nationa 
control 
of 
transportation 
agencies 
through the interstate commerce com 
mission by a constitutiona'l amendment 
if necessary,’* says the platform. 
The platform declares for restriction 
of immigration through a literacy test 
as advocated by organized labor. 
In order to meet ihc views of Pro 
gressives, some of tho social justice 
planks of the 1912 Bull Moose platform 
are incorporated. 
Among them is a 
provision favoring the enactment oi 
child labor and women's hours legii 
lation in factories, who do an inter 
state commerce business. 
The social 
Justice planks, which by unanimous

HUGHES ACCEPTS 


Resigns From Court and Raps Admin­ 
istration's Foreign Policy. 
Charles Evans Hughes stepped down 
from the supreme bench, and, again 
as a private citizen, accepted the Re­ 
publican nomination for president. 
In a telegram ringing with denunci­ 
ation of the administration's foreign 
policies and declaring for a dominant, 
thoroughgoing Americanism, he gave 
his decision to Chairman Harding, ot 
the Republican national convention, 
and broke tho long silence which had 
kept the leaders of his party in tho 
dark as to his attitude toward the 
great issues of tho day. 
Within an 
hour 
after 
Chairman 
Harding had notified him of his nomi­ 
nation, Hughes had accepted the call, 
Justice Hughes sent a telegram to 
Chairman Harding formally accepting 
the Republican nomination 
for 
the 
presidency, as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and Delegates: 
I have not desired tho nomination. 
I have wished to remain on tlie bencn. 
But In this critical period in our his­ 
tory I recognize that it is your right 
to summon and that it is my para­ 
mount duly to respond. You speak at 
a time of national exigency, transcend­ 
ing merely 
partisan 
considerations. 
You voice tho aeniand for a dominant 
thoroughgoing Americanism, with firm, 
fprotective upbuilding policies essen- 
lal to our peace and security; and to 
that call. In this crisis, 1 cannot fall 
to answer with the pledge of all that 
is in me to the service of our country. 
Therefore I accept the nomination. 
I stand for the firm and unfilnch- 
Ing maintenance of all the rights or 
American citizens on land and soa. 
I neither impung motives nor under­ 
estimate dlmculties. 
But it is most 
regrettably true that in our foreign 
relations we have suffered incalculably 
from the weak and vacillating course 
which has been taken with regard to 
Mexico—a course lamentably wrong 
with regard to both our rights and our 
duties. 
We intefered wiLuout consist­ 
ency; and, while seeking to dictate 
when we were not concerned, we ut­ 
terly 
failed 
to 
appreciate and dis­ 
charge our plain duty to our citizens. 
At the outset of the administration 
the high responsibiCiiies of our diplo 
malic intercourse with foreign nations 
were subordinated to a conception ot 
partisan requirements, and we pre­ 
sented to the world a huniiliating spec 
tttcle 
of ineptitude. 
Belated efforts 
have not availed to recover the innu 
ence and piesiige 
so 
unfortunately 
sucriiiued, and brave words have been 
stripped of Uieii: iorce by indecisiun 


ea* icrirT'Fosr^tîTTdaTur'aTTir^td'rTaTe 
these advanced; to have no sacrifices 
of national intorest to partisan oxpe* 
dionces; to have tho first ability of 
the country always at its command 
koro and abroad in diplomatic inter­ 
course; to maintain firmly our rii^hts 
under 
international 
law, 
insisting 
stea*ifastly upon all our rights as a 
mutual and fully performing our inter, 
national obligations, and by the clear 
correctness and justness of our po­ 
sition and our manifost abilltv and dis­ 
position to sustain them to dignify our 
place among the nations. 
I stand for an Anioriranlsm that 
knows no ulterior purpose, for a pa­ 
triotism that is single and C )mplete. 
Whether native or naturalized, 
of 
whatever race or creo''., we have but 
one country, and wo do not for an m- 
stant tolerate any division of allo^l- 
ance.I beliove in making prompt provis- 
ion to assure absolutely our national 
security, 
I believe in preparedness, 
not only entirely adequate for our de­ 
fense with rospert to numbers and 
equipment in both army and navy, but 
tliat all thornugnness to the end that 
In each branch of the service there 
may bo the utmost einci^ncy under 
the 
most 
competent administrative 
heads. 
We wish to promote all wise and 
practirabic measures for the just set­ 
tlement of international disputes. 
In 
view u*’ our abiding ideals, there is 
no danger of militarism in this coun­ 
try. We havo no policy of agKressiim; 
no lust for territory; no zeal tor striie. 
It is in this spirit that wo demand ade- 
nuate provision for national defense, 
and wo condemn the inexcusable ne­ 
glect that has been shown in this 
matter of first national importance. 
W’o must have the strength which self- 
respect deinands--the streuKth of an 
efticicnt nation ready for every emer- 
genry. 
Our preparation must be industrial 
and economic, as well as military. Our 
several tests will come alter the war 
is over. 
We must make a fair and 
wise readjustment of the tariff, in ac­ 
cordance with sound protective prin- 
rlples, to insure our economic inde­ 
pendence and to maintain American 
standards of living. 
We must con­ 
serve the just interests of labor, real­ 
izing that in democracy patriotism and 
national strength must be rooted in 
even-handed Justice. 
In preventing, as we must, unjust 
discrimination and monopolistic prac­ 
tices, we must, still, be zealous to as­ 
sure the foundations of honest busi­ 
ness. Particularly should we seek the 
expansion of foreign trade. We must 
not throttle American enterprise hero 
or abroad, but, rather, promote it and 
take pride in honorable achievements. 
We must take up the serious prob­ 
lems of transportation, of Interstate 
and foreign commerce, In a sensible 
and candid manner, and provide an 
enduring basis for prosperity by the 
intelligent use of the constitutional 
powers of congress, so as adequately 
to protect the public on the one hand, 
and on the other, to conserve the es­ 
sential instrumentalities of progress. 
I stand for the principles of our civil 
service laws. 
In every department of 
government 
the 
highest 
efilclency 
must be insisted upon. 
For all laws 
and programs are vain without efilci- 
ent and impartial administration. 
I cannot within the limits of this 
statement speak upon all the subjects 
that wil'l require attention. I can only 
say that I fully Indorse the platform 
you have adopted, 
I deeply appreciate the responslbili- 
ty you impose. 
I should have been 
glad to have that responsibility placed 
upon another.

colored jelly, a candied cherry or 
cranberry, or a spoonful of whipped 
cream and a sprinkling of nuts 
Bakpd custard has a finer flavor than 
the boiled and is particularly good 
with fruit tarts or fresh berries. 


Care should be taken about tat 


cooking. If baked, place the custards 
or the custard dish in hot water and 
watch carefully not to overbake, as it 
will separate and be tough and coarse. 
Custard should be smooth and velvety 
when cooked. Test it with a clean 
knife; if it comes out clean the cus 
tard is cooked. 


Nutmeg is a good flavor for simple 


custards, or orange rind, grated maple 
sugar or caramel, all are tavoritcs. 
Chocolate or cocoa sprinkled over the 
top just bei'ore serving is liked bv 
chocolate lovers, or it may be put on 
as it goes into the oven. A pinch of 
salt is a necessary adjunct to a well 
flavored cuslard and without it it is 
flat and tasteless. 


An orange-flavored custard is served 


with a teaspoonful of orange marn;a 
lade on top. 


Caramel Cu-stard. — Put a half cupful 


of sugar in a omelet pan. £tir occa- 
sionally until melted and a light brown 
color. Add a quart of milk gradually, 
stirring carefully; then add the milk 
to five eggs beaten slightly, add a 
pinch of salt, a teaspoonfnl of vanilla 
and stiain into a buttered mold. Chill 
and serve with a caramel sauce 
This 


custard is rich enough to mold; four 
oggs will make it sufficiently rich, al- 
though the more eggs the more nutri- 
tious. 


For the sauce, brown a cupful of tho 


sugar and add a half "cupful of Water. 
Cool before serving. 


CONDIMENTS IN FOOD. 


Tn spite of Plutarch's aphorism that 


"hunger and salt should be man's only 


sauce," we arc so accus- 
tomed to condiments of 
various kinds that the ap- 
petite 
fails 
if 
denied 


them. 


Condiments and spices 


arc used as adjuncts to 
food?, and in themselves 
supplv 
little 
nourish- 


ment, their effect being mainly a 
stimulating character to the nerves of 
taste or secretion. They serve a pur- 
pose in adding flavor to insipid food 
and relieve monotony in diet. 


In some dywptic conditions of the 


stomach the use of strong condiments 
like red pepper or tabasco sauce af- 
fords relief by exciting the activity of 
the stomach, but as to their value in 
prolonging health they are much over- 
estimated. 


The use of some condiments is 


likely to be abused, ouch as pepper, 
curry and vinegar. When used in ex- 
cess. they seriously disorder the di- 
gestion. 
Curry powders of various 


sorts are prepared by mixing strong 
condiments, such as red pepper, gin- 
ger and turmeric and starch. 
People 


leading indolent lives^ and indulging 
too freely in the good things of the 
table, are tempted to aid the stomach 
by the use of exciting stimulants. 
In 


warm climates this is especially not- 
ed. 
The advice given to those not 


used to hot climates is to confine the 
food to fruit and vegetables largely, 
shunning nitrogenous food and condi- 
ments and alcoholic beverages. 


Next to salt, which is the symbol of

Baked custard has a finer flavor than 
the boiled and is particularly good 
with fruit tarts or fresh berries. 
Care should be taken about tht 
cooking. If baked, place the custards 
or the custard dish in hot water and 
watch carefully not to overbake, as it 
will separate and be tough and coarse. 
Custard should be smooth and velvety 
when cooked. 
Test it with a clean 
knife; if it comes out clean the cus 
tard is cooked. 
Nutmeg is a good flavor for simplo 
custards, or orange rind, grated maple 
sugar or caramel, all arc favorites, 
Chocolate or cocoa sprinkled over the 
top just before serving is liked bv 
chocolate lovers, or it may be put on 
as it goes into the oven. A pinch of 
salt is a necessary adjunct to a well 
flavored custard and without it Jt is 
flat and tasteless. 
An orange-flavored custard is served 
witb a teaspoonful of orange marma 
lade on top. 
Caramel Custard.—Put a half cupful 
of sugar in a omelet pan, stir occa­ 
sionally until melted and a light brown 
color. Add a quart of milk gradually, 
stirring carefully; then add the milk 
to five eggs beaten slightly,. add a 
pinch of salt, a tcaspoonful of vanilla 
and strain into a buttered mold. Chill 
and serve with a caramel sauce. This 
custard is rich enough to mold; four 
eggs will make it sufficiently rich, al 
though the more eggs the more nutri­ 
tious. 
For the sauce, brown a cupful of-tho 
«ugar and add a half cupful of Water, 
Cool before serving.

Condiments and spices 
aro used as adjuncts to 
foods, and in themselves 
supplv 
little 
nourish­ 
ment, 
their effect being mainly a 
stimulating character to the nerves of 
taste or secretion. 
They serve a pur­ 
pose in adding flavor to insipid food 
and relieve monotony in diet. 
In some dyspeptic conditions of the 
stomach the use of strong condiinent.7 
like red pepper or tabasco sauce af­ 
fords relief by ex^citlng the activity of 
the stomach, but as to their value in 
prolonging Jiealth they are much over- 
estimated. 
The use of some 
condiments 
is 
likely to be abused, ouch as pepper, 
curry and vinegar. W’hen used in ex­ 
cess, they seriously disorder the di­ 
gestion. 
Curry powders of various 
sorts are prepared by mixing strong 
condiments, such as red pepper, gin­ 
ger and turmeric and starch, 
People 
leading Indolent livcs^and indulging 
too freely in tlie good things of tho 
table, aro tempted to aid the stomach 
by tho use of exciting stimulants. 
In 
w'arm climates this is especially not­ 
ed. 
Tho advice given to those not 
used to hot climates is to confine tho 
food to fruit and vegetables largely, 
shunning nitrogenous food and condi­ 
ments and alcoholic beverages. 
Next to salt, which is the symbol of 
hospitality in the Orient and is a ne­ 
cessity in nearly all our foods, comes 
pepper, mustard, ginger and vinegar, 
Much difference of taste as to the use 
of condiments exists. 
Tho Persians 
like asafetida. which most of us re­ 
member with not a little unpleasant 
ness as a disinfectant. 
Certain condiments are best served 
with certain foods; thus mustard and 
ham, pepper with eggs, red pepper 
with raw oysters, vinegar with spin­ 
ach.

A few grains of 


sand during the first few days after 
hatching help to prepare the stomach 
for food later, though the chick IB still 
living on the yolk drawn into its body 
Just before hatching.

This was considered very funny at

As business rind industry become

in the country needs to know inor< 
about factories than he can read in t 
magazine.

Ing the children of the schools through 
the business and industrial 
plants 


In an eastern city the mothers of the 
children of a school made a similai 
arrangement. 


There is an opportunity here foi 


parents to do valuable supplementary 
work for their children in co-operation 
with the schools and with the other 
institutions of the community

learn in the course of a few yiara 
all that is involved in a pair of F*IOGB

Give no feed for two daj'« after 
hatching. 
Leg •weakness results from lack of 
bone-making feed. 
The flrst chick feed should be a 
dry 
mixture 
of 
cracked 
grains. 
Cracked corn, wheat, Kafir and pin­ 
head oats are all good. 
Feed eour milk or breef scrap to 
help build muscle, feathers and bone. 
One per cent of 
bonemeal 
should 
also bo Included In the ration. 
Peed three times a day and no 
more, but add rolled oats to tho chick 
feed twice a day and stalo bread 
cnimbs or corn bread will do if there 
are no rolled oats on hand. 
Poor growth and lack 
of 
thrift 
usually 
indicate 
something 
wrong 
with the feeding. 
A few grains of 
sand during the flrst few days after 
hatching help to prepare the stomach 
for food later, though the chick Is still 
living on the yolk drawn into its body 
Just before hatching. 
Commercial ground feed may be 
fed or a coffee grinder may be used 
In cracking the grains. 
Never fee^ 
wet mixtures until the chicks are at 
least five weeks old. 
Use cornmeal 
that has not heated in sack or bin and 
place a wire screen over It In the 
trough to prevent It 
from 
being 
scratched out 
and 
wasted.—H. L.

CITY bred boy of some seven 
years was taken to tho country 
for the good of his health. Dur­ 
ing his first breakfast in the new sur­ 
roundings he was asked whether he 
wished any milk. 
"W hat kind of milk do you use?” he 
asked, as he had heard visitors ask his 
mother at home. 
“ Why, cow's milk, of course,’’ was 
the uncomprehending reply of the na­ 
tive dispenser of good things to eat, 
“ Then I don’t want any, thank you," 
said Jimmie. “ Wo use only Anderson's 
milk.'’ 
This was considered very funny at 
the time, and the story was told to all 
who would stay long enough to listen. 
Incidentally, Jimmie learned a great 
deal about cows that no one had ever 
considered It necessary to teach him. 
And he learned something about the 
sources of milk, and about how it 
comes to present itself in bottles at 
tho front step every morning. 
As business and industry become 
better organized, our children seem to 
have less and less opportunity to be­ 
come acquainted with the various ele­ 
ments that make up what Charles Ed­ 
ward Bussell calls “ the heart of the 
nation"—the activities and processes 
upon which we depend for the things 
and materials we use in our daily lives. 


And in a way this Is quite as true oi 
the country child as it Is of the cltj 
child. The former accumulates a greal 
deal of flrst hand knowledge aboui 
raising garden truck and crops and 
farm animals, but the dishes and th< 
table v/are, tho stationery and th< 
hardware, most of tho clothing and 
the house furnishings come to hlu 
from nowhere In particular, by v/ay oi 
the parcels post or express, or at best 
by v/ay of the ’’general store," 
The child in the city needs to knoM 
more about the farm than he can lean 
from books and pictures; and the chilo 
in the country needs to know mor( 
about factories than he can read In { 
magazino. 
In one western town a group of fath 
ers planned to take turns in conduct 
ing the children of the schools through 
tho business and industrial plants 
In an eastern city the mothers of th« 
children of a school made a slmilai 
arrangement. 
There is an opportunity here foi 
parents to do valuable suijplementarj 
work for their children in co-operation 
with the schools aud with the ovhei 
institutions of the community. 
To 
learn In the course of a few y<>.ara 
all that is involved In a pair of f-'hoes 
as a product of human labor is a liber- 
aUzing experience for any child.

Government Grain Forecast. 
Present indications point to a wheat 


crop 300.000,000 bushels smaller this year 
than that last year. Department of agri- 
culture forecasts indicate a winter wheat 
crop of 469,000,000 bushels, 30,000.000 
bushels less than the forecast from May 1 
conditions; due largely to insect* in Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma and a spring wheat 
crop of 246,000,000 bushels, due to a de- 
crease of 8 per cent, in the acreage from 
last year and to the late wet spring Crop 
conditions on June 1 indicated less pro- 
duction than last year of small grain crops, 
but they promise to be about the same as 
the average production for the last five 
years. Fruit crops as a whole are good; 
the apple crop prospect is good, and es- 
pecially in th-j eastern states, but the 
peach crop promise is rather poor. 
Indi- 


cations are that the oats crop will be 
about 300,000,000 bushels smaller than 
last year, being particularly poor in most 
southern states and in Oklahoma and Cen- 
tral Kansas, where the green bug has in- 
jured it. 


Myers a Comer. 


Manager Connie Mack of the Athletics 


sized up Elmer Myers, the recruit hurler 
of the Athletics, from York Springs, in 
Chicago, the other day, thus: "Myers is as 
great or greater than Bender, Plank or 
Coombs in their prime. I consider this 
young player one of the greatest pitchers 
developed in many years, and he's going 
to make history—mark my word. Myers 
has everything that a pitcher should pos- 
sess. He has height and the right weight 
He tips the scales at 180 and is 6 feet, 5 
inches in height.

Bass Season Opens June ISth. 


This Thursday, June 15th, will mark the 


opening of the 1016 season for the lawful 
taking of all game fish, with the exception 
of trout, in the state of Pennsylvania. 
The trout season opened on April 15th, 
and will close on July 31st. Black bass, 
large or small mouth; rock bass, strawber- 
ry or grass baes, crappie, blue pike, pike- 
perch, otherwise called wall-eyed pike or 
Sasquehanna salmon, i ickerel, and mus- 
callonge, or western pike, are included in 
the list that may be caught on or after 
June 15th. 


All must be taken with rod and line or 


handline having not more than three 
hooks attached. The large or small mouth 
bass must not be less than 8 inches in 
length, and not more than 12 can be tak- 
en in one day. The rock, white, straw- 
berry or grass bass and crappie must not 
be less than 6 inches in length, and not 
more than 25 can be taken in any one 
day. The season extends to November 
30th, inclusive. 


Striped bass, or rock fish, are classed as 


food fish and can be taken at any time, 
Sunday excepted, with the rod and line or 
handline. The use of handlines will not 
be permitted within 400 yards any dam, 


Spears can be used for the taking of 


carp, suckers, mullets and erls during the 
months of July, August, September and 
October only. Outlines can be used for 
the same purpose from June 1 to Decem- 
ber 1.

Bworeout a warrant for his arrest and 
spent the night at a nearby hotel.

Government Grain Forecast* 


Present indications point to a w^heat 
crop 300,000,000 bushels smaller this year 
than that last year. 
Department of agri­ 
culture forecasts indicate a winter wheat 
crop of 409.000,000 buohels, 30,000.000 
bushels less than the forecast from May 1 
conditions; due largely to insects in Kan­ 
sas and Oklahoma and a spring wheat 
crop of 240,000,000 bushels, due to a de­ 
crease of 8 per cent, in the acreage from 
last year and to the late wet spring Crop 
conditions on June 1 indicated less pro­ 
duction than last year of small grain crops, 
but they promise to be about the same as 
the average production for the last five 
years. 
Fruit crops as a whole are good; 
the aji))le crop prospect is good, and es­ 
pecially in th»} eastern states, but the 
peach crop promise is rather iK)or. 
Indi­ 
cations arc that the oats crop will be 
about 300,000,000 bushels smaller than 
last year, being particularly poor in most 
southern states and in Oklahoma and Cen­ 
tral Kansas, where the green bug has in­ 
jured it,

Bass Season Opens June 15th. 


This Thursday, June 15 th, will mark the 
opening of the 1910 neason for the lawful 
taking of all game fiih, with the exception 
of trout, in the state of Pennsylvania. 
The trout season opened on April 15th, 
and will close on July 31st, 
Black bass, 
large or small mouth; rock bass, straT<^ber- 
ry or grass ba«s, crappie, blue pike, pike- 
perch, otherwise called wall-eyed pike or 
Susquehanna salmon, pickerel, and mus- 
callonge, or wejstern pike, arc included in 
the list that may be caught on or after 
June 15th. 
All must be taken with rod and line or 
handline having not more than three 
hooks attached, The large or small mouth 
bass must not be less than 8 inches in 
length, and not more than 12 can be tak­ 
en in one day. 
The rock, white, straw­ 
berry or grass bass and crappie must not 
be less than 6 inches in length, and not 
more than 25 can be taken in any one 
day. 
The season extends to November 
30th, inclusive. 
Striped bass, or rock fish, are classed as 
food fish and can be taken at any time, 
Sunday excepted, with the rod and line or 
handline. 
The use of handlines will not 
be permitted within 400 yards any dam» 
Spears can be used for the taking of 
carp, suckers, mullets and eels during the 
months of July, August, September and 
October only. 
Outlines can be used for 
the same purpose from June 1 to Decem­ 
ber 1.

Seeks To Recover 


Death Benefit. 


Equity proceedings to recover from Ci 


garmakers International Union of America 
and the local union, No. 316, of McSbcr 
rystown, the sum of $550, death benefi 
for the demise of his wife, Emma J. Little 
which occurred on May 12, 1915, hav 
been instituted by F. X. Little, of McSher- 
rystown, through his attorneys Swope anc 
Swope. The case is an unusual one and is 
of considerable interest to cigarmakcrs 
unions throughout this section of the state 
The claim of the plaintiff is for a deatl 
benefit under a provision of the constitu 
tion of the union which says, "If the de 
cedent shall have been a member coutinu 
ously for fifiteen years or longer period 
next preceding his death, the sum of fiv< 
hundred and fifty dollars shall be paid*' 
The constitution of t h i s organization 
also decrees that if a member has not des 
iguated by will, to whom the money shal 
bo paid, such benefits shall be paid th 
widow. The union* contends that the 
member in this case being a we man, the 
widower is not entitled to the benefit, un 
der the constitution, as the cast is not cov- 
ered explicitly in the code. The widow 
being entitled to the benefit in case of £ 
husband's death, the rule is applicable 
when the surviving beneficiary is a widow- 
er, claims the plaintiff. It is said the lo- 
cal union desires to pay the claim, but 
that the national organization refuses to 
sanction such action and the equity pro- 
ceedings have been instituted.

)aously elected by the state board of 
tidmlulstratlon to succeed H. C. Mau- 
ler, resigned. This came after he suc- 
cessfully completed nearly six years of 
Executive secretaryship of, the Ohio 
Commission for the blhid. 


Mr. Campbell himself Is also secre- 


|ary of the commission, an uusalaried 
position, succeeding Edward G. Pease 
i>f Dayton, resigned. By virtue of be- 
>ng superintendent of the state school 
S\Ir. Campbell also is an ex offlcio mem- 
ber of thj commission. 


This arrangement made Mr. Camp- 


bell head of the juvenile work for the 
Wind and also made it possible for him 
utill to continue participation in the 
•work for the adult blind. It is for this 
reason that he was willing to resign 
ai $3,500 position for one paying $1,500. ' 
He said: 


"It was not a question of seeking 


jany particular position, but rather that 
of accepting the greatest opportunity 
Jn the United States to do the largest 
amount of good for the blind in any 
state." 


Mr. Campbell has had an exception- 


al career as a worker in the interests

CHARLES F. F. CAMPBELL. 


Sir Francis Campbell, founder and for 
iorty years director of the Royal Nor- 
mal College and Academy of Music 
For the Blind at London. 


The son received his kindergarten 


and grammar school education side by 
side with blind pupils. After gradua- 
tion from the Massachusetts Institute 
<Jf Technology in 1901 he took a course 
in pedagogy and music in the Unlver- 
elty of Leipsic. 
He then became an 


Instructor in his father's school and 
lias given his life to the blind, serving 
•with the New York and Pennsylvania 
commissions. 


In 1903 Mr. Campbell was asked to 


organize the first state association for 
promoting the interests of the blind in 
America. The following year he open- 
ed what he called an "experiment sta- 
tion for the trade training of the 
blind." 
In this interesting place ho 


discovered some new industries for the 
blind, which today are being followed 
by the sightless in most of the states. 
During this time—in fact, before grad- 
uating frotn Boston "tech"—he had be- 
gun giving illustrated lectures to show 
Low the blind can become more useful 
citizens in the economic world. One 
of the chief objects of these lectures. 
•which took him all over Massachu- 
setts and sometimes into Maine and 
Hew York, was to arouse the public to 
the necessity for creating some prac- 
tical agency for aiding that considera- 
ble group of the blind who lose their 
eight in adult life. 


Unquestionably Mr. Campbell's ef- 


forts were largely responsible for the 
establishment in 1900 of the first per- 
manent state commission for the blind, 
and not unnaturally he was given an 
important position with the Massachu- 
setts commission. 


In 1910 the Pennsylvania Association 


For the Blind, with headquarters in 
Pittsburgh, was established, and Mr. 
Campbell was asked to start the work. 
Inside of eighteen mouths the Ohio 
fetate commission for the blind urged 
iilm to come to Ohio to reorganize its 
•work. When he arrived in October, 
1011, the annual budget was less than 
$3,000. 
At the end of 1913 he in- 


creased it to $90,000, including the 
•ales of the work of the-blind. As the 
, result of thig kind of work many pre- 
?JHct that he will quickly bring his in- 
•'ptitutlon up to the same standard of 


•JBCiency that iie has achieved with 
wther organizations with which he baa 


connected.

Kaiser Selects "Superior Type" 


Only to Pilot Zeppelins. 


COURSE OF TRAINING SEVERE. 


Commission In Air Service of Germany 


Is Considered More Honorable Than 
Even Crack Regiment—Seldom Fail 
to Pass Hard Test Because of Inter- 
est t'aken. 


Geneva, 
Switzerland.—When 
the 


English took a Zeppelin crew recently 
the two oiliccrs included among the 
prisoners were referred to In London 
dispatches as Germans "of quite a su- 
perior type." 


They ought to have been if social and 


educational "superiority" was meant. 


The kaiser lias chosen his Zeppelin 


commanders as far as possible from 
the eldest sous of the noblest families 
in Germany. 


That the pair on the airship which 


fell in the Thames estuary were of this 
class is not necessarily indicated by 
the names they gave—Captain-Lieuten- 
.int Brelthaupt and Obcr-Lieuteuant 
Kuhne. It is surmised here, however, 
that they did not give their real names. 


Selections are usually made of men 


between the ages of eighteen and twen- 
ty-one, and from the fact that Breit- 
hawpt Is 
described 
as 
thirty-three 


years old it is guessed that he has 
been in the Gorman aerial service for 
a long time, his earlier experience prob- 
ably antedating the war and reaching 
back to the time when the Zeppelin 
was iu only its experimental stage. 


This is thought to accord with the 


story that ho was decorated with the 
insignia of the iron cross and. the pour 
lo nicritc, implying that he has had a 
brilliant career and much experience 
ns an airship commander. 


Kuhne, his subordinate, is supposed 


to be a youuger and loss thoroughly 
tried man. 


A commission in the air service is 


considered in Germany more honorable 
than oven one in the crack regiments. 


Training for the .service begins on 


one of the- huge rafts, each surmount- 
ed by a Zeppelin shed, on the German 
side of Luke Constance. 


The course begins Avith a detailed 


mechanical course. Meteorological ami 
navigation studies follow. 


After three or four months of this 


a party of five candidates is allowed to 
make a (light under an experienced 
pilot, who explains the use of rudder, 
propellers, elevators and the best meth- 
ods of rising and descending. 


Several such trips take place, nnd 


then the most promising cadet is given 
command for a trial voyage under 
strict orders not. to venture out of sight 
of his home shed. 


Little by little these trips are ex- 


tended to Berlin, Leipzig. Brussels and 
finally Helgoland. 


By this time the student is supposed 


to have gained a full knowledge of 
handling a Zeppelin, working its en- 
gines and of the principles of aerostat- 
ics, Avireloss telegraphy, gunnery and 
the theory of flight. 


In the meantime instruction in bomb 


dropping has not been forgotten. 


The young pilot is trained always to 


have the wind astern, with his air- 
ship's bow pointing at his target. 


Formulas have been worked out mi- 


nutely, allowing both for (he Zeppe- 
lin's speed and the strength of the 
wind. 


Altitude also figures importantly in 


Iho calculations. 


Practice is obtained by bomb drop- 


ping upon miniature dummy warships 
on Lake Constance. 


At length the student is allowed to 


t make a trial (light or two across the 
' fighting linos and. if he acquits hiiu- 
solf creditably, is considered ready to 
take part in a real raid as second in 
command. 


A little later, if he acquits himself 


creditably, he is given a Zeppelin of 
his own. 


Examinations during the period of 


instruction are monthly and of great 
severity. 


In the final examination a percent- 


age of 70 must be reached. If he fails 
ho is dropped from the service. 


So carefully are selections originally 


made, however; so stringent is the sub- 
sequent Aveeding out process and so 
anxious is the average young Gorman 
to succeed as an airship skipper that 
there are said to be fcAv failures.

Columbus, 0.~Charles F. F. Camp- 
internationally known, lias as- 
l>umed his duties as sui>erintendent of 
Jhe State School For the Blind, to 
^vhich office ho was recently unani- 
^Qously elected by the state board of 
lidministratiou to succeed K, 0. Mau­ 
ler, resigned. This came after he suc- 
i*cssfully completed nearly six years of 
|3xooutive secretaryship o£ the Ohio 
uommission for the blind. 
Mr. Campbell himself is also secre- 
pary of the commission, an unsalaried 
|)0slti0n, succeeding Edward G. Pease 
|>f Dayton, resigned. By virtue of be­ 
ing superintendent of the state school 
Svir. Campbell also is an ex oflicio mem- 
l>er of tha commission. 
This arrangement made Mr. Camp­ 
bell head of the juvenile work for the 
Ijlind and also made it possible for him 
«till to continue participation in the 
nvork for the adult blind. It is for this 
xeason that he ^vas willing to resign 
pi $3,500 ifosition for one paying $1,500, 
He said: * 
“It was not a question of socking 
}any particular ix)sition, but rather that 
of accepting the greatest opportunity’ 
in the United States to do the largest 
4imount of good for the blind in any 
Btate." 
Mr. Campbell has had on exception­ 
al career as a worker in the interests 
{¡of the blind. He is the son of the late 


C H A R L E S F . F . C A M P B E L L . 


Bir Francia Campbell, founder and for 
forty years director of the Royal Nor­ 
mal College and Academy of Music 
For the Blind at London. 
The son I'eceived his kindergarten 
and grammar school education side by 
fiide with blind pupils. 
After gradua­ 
tion from the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology in 1901 he took a course 
in pedagogy and music in the Univer­ 
sity of Leipsic. 
He then became an 
instructor in his father’s school and 
lias given his life to the blind, serving 
•with the New York and Pennsylvania 
commissions. 
In 11)03 Mr. Campbell was asked to 
organize the first state association for 
promoting the interests of the blind in 
America. The following year he open­ 
ed W'hat he called an ^‘experiment sta­ 
tion for the trade training of the 
l)lind." 
In this Interesting place ho 
discovered some new industries for the 
blind, which today are being followed 
by the sightless in most of the states. 
During this time~In fact, before grad­ 
uating fro!n Boston '‘tech'*—he had be- 
gun giving illustrated lectures to show 
liow the blind can become more useful 
citizens In the economic world. 
One 
of the chief objects of these lectures, 
'•which took him all over Massachu* 
fietts and sometimes into Maine and 
3s’ew York, was to arouse the public to 
the necessity for creating some prac­ 
tical agency for aiding that considera­ 
ble group of the blind who lose their 
isight in adult life. 
Unquestionably Mr. Cami)beirs ef­ 
forts were largely i*osi>onsible for the 
establishment in 1900 of the first per­ 
manent state commission for the blind, 
and not unnaturally he was given an 
lmi%rtant position with the Massachu­ 
setts commission. 
In 1010 the Pennsylvania Association 
For the Blind, with headquarters in 
Pittsburgh, was established, and Mr. 
Campbell w^as asked to start the work. 
Inside of eighteen months the Ohio 
fetate commission for the blind urged 
liim to come to Ohio to reorganize its 
* %vork. 
When he arrived Jn October, 
lu ll, the annual budget was less than 
j|3,000. 
At the ejid of 1U15 he in­ 
creased it to $90,000, Including the 
auiles of the work of the blind. As the 
result of this kind of work many pro- 
•'*4 ict that he will quickly bring his in- 
^’^jititution up to the sume standard of 
^ c i e u e y tliat tie-has achieved with 
#ther organizations with which he has 
l^eeu connected.
